PASS LAW 


LIMITING THEIR 


Restricts the Pow«r of the Peers Over 


Legislation. 


London, Aug. 11.—The lor^s veto 


bill passed by the peers restricts the 
power of the house of lords over leg- 
islation originating in the hou3« of 
commons and in practice, limits tho 
power of the upper chamber to a two 
Tears' suspensory veto. It also great- 
ly increases the preogatives of the 
house of commons. 


The measure could not 
possibly 


have passed the house of lords except 
as it -was known that its rejection 
would be followed immediately by the 
creation of sufRciant new peers by 
the king to enforce the will of the 
iower chamber and which, the govern- 
ment asserts, is the will of the peo- 
pie. 


The change, the most momentous 


in the history of England for cen- 
turies, may also mean home rule for 
Ireland.
